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Council, Swim Team Make Deal Teresa Holtzclaw’s Dream 


On Hours & Fees at Indoor Pool

Greenbelters will soon no¬ 
tice some changes in the av¬ 
ailability of the indoor pool 
following an October 1 city 
council worksession with 
representatives of the Green¬ 
belt Swim Team and the Ac- 
quatics Boosters. Council di¬ 
rected City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs and Recreation Direc¬ 
tor Hank Irving to work out 
an agreement permitting the 
team to use six of the seven 
pool lanes for practice 
during the late afternoon 
twice a week and permitting 
them free use of the pool 
for two hours Sunday morn¬ 
ings. 

According to Irving the chang¬ 
es took effect on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 8- Mayor Gil Weidenfeld call¬ 
ed the decision a “recommenda¬ 
tion to staff” that can take effect 
without formal action by council 
at a regular council meeting. 
The changes were approved for 
a three-month trial period. After 
that time, the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board will consider 
any changes recommended by the 
Boosters or the recreation staff. 

Swim team coach Gail Drake, 
Aquatics Boosters President Jim 


Maher and Vice President Bill 
Stratton presented the team's 
concerns. Their major concern 
was that, under the policies 
adopted by council, the team was 
permitted to use just four of the 
seven pool lanes. Other concerns 
included the cost of renting the 
pool and the times when the 
team could practice. 

The councilmembers were 
split with each favoring a 
slightly different combination of 
fees, hours and degree of ex¬ 
clusivity. In the end a compro¬ 
mise was reached that all the 
councilmembers and the team 
representatives could accept. 

Exclusivity Issue 

The swim team's concerns may 
presage other problems in sched¬ 
uling the facility. Aquatics Su¬ 
pervisor George Rogala report¬ 
ed that he has been “bomb* 
barded” with requests to use the 
new pool and that prospective 
users' desire for exclusive use 
is a big issue. 

Drake and Rogala briefly dis¬ 
cussed the needs of the Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School swim 
team, which is seeking full use 
of the pool from 6 to 7:30 am. 
Monday to Friday. This time per¬ 
iod is also in high demand from 
morning lap swimmers. Stratton 
predicted that, the city would 


have difficulty renting to any 
swim team without giving that 
team exclusive use of the fa¬ 
cility. 

In developing a marketing 
plan, council and the recreation 
staff attempted to balance the 
city's need for rental income 
and the need to have generous 
open swim hours to encourage 
people to buy pool memberships. 
Rogala said that prospective 
passholders were told that dur¬ 
ing the hours listed, members 
would always be able to swim 
somewhere in the facility except 
during swim meets. This balanc¬ 
ing act led to a limitation, in 
the marketing plan, on the num¬ 
ber of lanes that could be rent¬ 
ed at any time. 

Practice Issues 

Stratton understood the rea¬ 
soning, but feared that permit¬ 
ting recreational use of the pool 
during team practices would 
make coaching more difficult and 
might pose a safety hazard. In 
addition, the team hopes to at¬ 
tract more members than can be 
accommodated in four lanes- 
Stratton requested exclusive use 
of both the main pool and the 
training pool. 

The consensus decision, build¬ 
ing upon a comment by^ Maher,

Second Cable TV Proposed; Work 
To Start on Hanover Parkway Light

A proposal for a second 
cable television service to 
compete with Multivision 
within the' City was present¬ 
ed to the City Council at its 
September 24 meeting. The 
Council also heard a presen¬ 
tation on plans for the new 
Federal Courthouse and con¬ 
sidered advisory board re¬ 
ports on signs, trails and a 
parks and recreation needs 
assessment study. 

Representatives from Mid- 
Atlantic Cable were on hand to 
make a presentation to council 
for the second cable television 
service for Greenbelt. Currently 
Mid-Atlantic provides private 
service for Springhill Lake and 
proposes to link that service to 
the rest of the Greenbelt com¬ 
munity. The proposed fees are 
comparable to those of the city's 
current cable provider. 

One concern of council is that 
service can only be expanded to 
areas where there are at least 
25 subscribers per mile, an in¬ 
crease from the initial proposal 
of 10 subscribers per mile. The 
presenters cited financial rea¬ 
sons as the cause for the in¬ 
crease. 

Council will consider the pro¬ 


posal at a future work session 
in greater detail. 

Federal Court House Site Plan 

Council reviewed site plans for 
the planned federal courthouse 
on Cherrywood Lane next to 
Capital Office Park. Harry 
Debes, project manager, was on 
hand to answer questions from 
council. 

The four-story courthouse will 
occupy approximately 127,000 
sq. ft. of the 9.3 acre site, have 
a stone exterior and a 150 car 
parking deck. It will house 300 
employees, half of which will 
come from the current court 
system. Metro has said that they 
would provide a bus stop at the 
new courthouse. 

A groundbreaking ceremony 
will be held on October 15 at 
9 a.m. A model of the building 
will be on display. 

Save Our Cities Walk 

Bertram Donn sought, and re¬ 
ceived Greenbelt's support for 
the “Save Our Cities” walk, 
which began in Baltimore on 
October 9 and was scheduled to 
pass through Laurel and College 
Park on October 10. The final 
destination is a rally on the Mall 
in Washington, D.C. The group 
seeks restoration of funds which 
were cut-back by the federal 
government from state and city 


programs over the last decade- 
The council agreed to offer its 
endorsement to the march and 
to try to have a city representa¬ 
tive on hand to greet the march¬ 
ers as they passed through Col¬ 
lege Park. 

Traffic Light 

Mayor Weidenfeld called on 
Celia Wilson for a status report 
on the light at Hanover Park¬ 
way. Weidenfeld said, “My pa¬ 
tience is starting to wear thin. 
I think it's a matter of public 
safety.” Wilson expected that 
the work would be completed 
towards the end of November. 
Pepco is scheduled to begin work 
on the light in the second week 
of October and when that is done 
the city contractor can complete 
its work. To alert motorists, a 
flashing sequence will be used 
before the light is made fully 
operational. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens took a moment to thank the 
citizens of Greenbelt for their 
cards and phone calls in re¬ 
sponse to the recent passing of 
his mother. He also recognized 
Councilmember Joseph Isaacs' 
decision not to run for re- 
election. “You’re going to be 
missed Joe, you're a great coun-

Greenbelt Co-op Recycles 
Cardboard for Big Savings

The yellow rectangular container placed at the curb 
on Thursdays symbolizes a household's commitment to re¬ 
cycling. But, the efforts of Greenbelt businesses are less 


obvious. Greenbelt Consumer 
certed effort to recycle and to 

A $9,000 investment in a bal¬ 
ing machine has reduced our 
trash volume by approximately 
60 percent, according to Super¬ 
market Manager Bob Davis. He 
said—“Our biggest waste prod¬ 
ucts are the cardboard boxes 
that bring groceries to the store. 
Weekly, Co-op’s new equipment 
is producing an 8,000-10,000 
pound bale of cardboard for re¬ 
cycling. Savings in trash-removal 
costs will pay for the baler in 
nine months!” 

Earlier this year, Co-op mem¬ 
bers commented that they pre¬ 
ferred eggs sold in recyclable 
cardboard to those in styrofoam. 
The Co-op has been able to make 
that change at no cost to the 
shopper. 

In late August, Co-op switch¬ 
ed to a different plastic bag for 
groceries. The new bag is brown 
rather than white. It is stronger. 


Cooperative has made a con- 
reduce its solid waste, 
and fractionally cheaper. It's 
also made of 100% recycled plas¬ 
tic. The supermarket now has 
two large bins, located near the 
front of the store, to collect 
clean, dry, used plastic bags. 
These bags will be returned to 
the manufacturer and recycled 
into new plastic bags. 

Co-op's environmental con¬ 
cerns reach beyond the super¬ 
market to the service station. 
The station installed new under¬ 
ground gas tanks. In September, 
Co-op purchased new freon- 
recovery equipment. (Freon is a 
major contributor to the deple-. 
tion of the earth's ozone layer). 
Manager Dave Meadows stated, 
“This equipment is required next 
year, but we decided to install 
it earlier.” Additional equip¬ 
ment, required by the U.S. En-

Hypocritical 

To the Editor: 

I thought Pd been relieved of 
the effects of election rhetoric 
when I bowed out of the City 
Council race. However, after 
reading Rodney Roberts* incred¬ 
ibly misleading campaign ad on 
election signs, I felt compelled 
to react. 

During the last City Council 
campaign, several citizens shared 
with me their concern about the 
negative aesthetic impacts and 
maliciousness (i.e., private pro¬ 
perty damage associated with 
sign destroying or stealing) gen 
erated by the sign proliferation. 
In response, I proposed to Coun¬ 
cil that several highly visible sites 
on city rights-of-way be made 
available for election signs as an 
incentive to Candidates to agree 
voluntarily to cease the unneces¬ 
sary competition for “the highest 
number and most visible** sign¬ 
age. Since all candidates would 
have an equal opportunity to have 
their names prominently appear 
at a reasonable number of key 
sites around the city, I felt that 
the interests of both the citizenry 
and candidates could be served. 

Recently council approved nine 
excellent public sites for such 
signage for the upcoming elec¬ 
tion. A majority of the candid- 
dates already have signs up at 
these sites and several citizens 
have conveyed to me their plea¬ 
sure with the new policy, noting 
that the signs are readily and 
repeatedly seen without being 
abusive. 

To ensure fairness in the actual 
sign placement and because of 
city property liability considera¬ 
tions, city staff was asked to 
erect the signs at the candidates* 
expense. To contradict Mr. Rob¬ 
erts claims, (1) the arrange¬ 
ment does not violate City Code 
since staff do not in any way dis¬ 
play their personal preferences, 
and (2) the actual task has not 
consumed significant staff time. 

Mr. Roberts’ arguments are 
just a smokescreen for a mis¬ 
guided strategy to erect up to 
50 election signs around the city. 
He is the only candidate to date 
to announce that he will contrib¬ 
ute to the return of sign pollu¬ 
tion- His decision is a slap in the 
face of those citizens who sought

Gladys Long was an ordinary person who lived an or¬ 
dinary life and who died peacefully in her sleep, just days 
short of 9314 years of age. 

Born in Baltimore in 1898, she 


finished high school and worked 
as a typist, married and had a 
son. In October of 1937, how¬ 
ever, she moved away from the 
ordinary by becoming part of 
the New-Town experiment called 
Greenbelt. At 3-B Gardenway, 
she and Joe raised their son. 
“We watched each other's chil¬ 
dren and we didn't have to lock 
our doors/’ she once recalled. She 
was a pioneer in a project yet 
to be proved: “We had nothing, 
so we had to create everything 
ourselves i(town paper, special 
interest groups, recreation pro¬ 
grams and churches.) 

Gladys helped take the survey 
which determined the need for 
the eventual St. Hugh’s Cath¬ 
olic Church. She attended St. 
Hugh’s at the start of her life 
her© and then near the end, final¬ 
ly having to settle for visits to 
her by priests and lay workers 
at the nursing home. 

Though the Long family even¬ 
tually moved to Florida, Green- 
belt was in Glady’s blood, and 
she became a “foreign corres¬ 
pondent” for the News Review. 
Every time a Greenbelter visited 
the Longs, Gladys would file a 
paragraph with the Neighbors 
column.

Greenbelt pioneer Gladys Long 
died at the Greenbelt Convales¬ 
cent Center on October 5 at the 
age of 93 and was buried yester¬ 
day beside her late husband in 
St. Petersburg, Florida. 

Born in Baltimore, she worked 
as a typist in Washington. She 
then married Joseph A- Long, 
and had one son, Joseph Q. Long 
who now lives in Silver Spring. 

In October, 1937, the family 
moved to 3-B Garden way in the 
New Town of Greenbelt- She 
was active in various groups, 
most notably the Ladies of Char- 
its and the Sodality at St Hugh’s 
Catholic Church. 

In 1960, the Long family 
moved out of Greenbelt and 
spent over a decade of the fol¬ 
lowing years in Florida. In 1983, 
after the death of her husband, 
Gladys Long moved into the 
Greenbelt Convalescent Center. 
Later that year, she moved to 
8 Parkway. In 1987, frail health 
dictated her move back to the 
nursing home. 

She is survived by her son, 
her daughter-in-law Mary, and 
her grand-daughters Victoria 
and Carol. 


In 1980, Joe, her companion 
of 55 years, died. Her son 
brought her back to Greenbelt, 
to the convalescent center. 

By Memorial Day, 1983, she 
was getting around rapidly with 
a walker and writing again to 
the New* Review, asking friends 
to visit her. She sat on the cor¬ 
ner of Gardenway and Crescent 
Road for the Labor Day parade 
and loved every minute, greet¬ 
ing old friends and their children 
who remembered her. 

By December, she was in her 
own apartment on Parkway, 
learning to do, in her 80s, all 
the things a doting husband had 
done for her. She became a fa¬ 
miliar figure at the Coop doing 
her grocery shopping; she walk¬ 
ed to the bank and to Maria’s 
Beauty Shop to get her hair 
done. She liked to sit in the 
Center, when it was warm, she 
got an ice-cream cone at High’s 
and talked to old friends. Just 
ordinary days, but the fabric of 
a life. 

When she became too frail to 
live alone, she reluctantly moved 
back to the nursing home. Her 
phone line was often busy with 
calls to Mary Fitzmaurice or 
Evelyn Barcus and Peg Loftus, 
the lait two friends from the 
days when they were young pio¬ 
neer women in the first year 
of this New Town.

cil member,” Putens said. 

Earlier this year a facade sign 
for REMAX Realtors had been 
erected on the site without city’s 
approval as required by property 
covenants. The building owner 
has not complied with the city's 
request for design guidelines for 
future signs nor plans for signs 
on the other buildings, instead 
photographs of the existing sign 
and previously approved direc¬ 
tional signs were submitted as 
the overall design package. 

The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) in a report to council has 
recommended that the city coun¬ 
cil deny the sign plan for the 
Maryland Trade Center III due 
to its failure to address the is¬ 
sues of compatibility, coordina¬ 
tion and future signs. Council 
member Isaacs, who requested 
that the report be considered at 
the meeting, agreed stating, “The 
longer the delay the longer the 
violation stays in existence. We 
asked them for design guide¬ 
lines and they gave us photo¬ 
graphs. We have an action to 
move on.” Council endorsed the 
APB recommendation. 

Needs Assessment 

Council member Thomas X. 
White expressed concern with an 
APB report which recommends 
that the M^NOPFC Parks and 
Recreation Needs Assessment 
Study Report be used as a city 
planning tool, suggesting that 
further study be undertaken be¬ 
fore taking any action at this 
time.

additional ball fields at North¬ 
way Fields, White reminded 
council of its decision not to do 
anything in that area until 
a public hearing has been held. 

Said White, “I don’t want 
‘nothing’ to happen just because 
of the needs assessment” City 
Planner Celia Wilson, however 
said, “The needs assessment also 
has some very useful issues in 
addition to controversial ele¬ 
ments.” She went on to agree to 
review the report with the APB 
so that its intent is more clearly 
stated and return it to the coun¬ 
cil. 

City-Wide Trail System 
White requested consideration 
at the meeting of a Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) report on a proposal for 
a city-wide trail system which 
points out problems involving 
pedestrian crossings at Green- 
belt Road near Windsor Green 
and at Kenilworth Avenue near 
Crescent Road. 

White noted that the PRAB 
report asked for almost imme¬ 
diate consideration. Referring to 
county planning efforts for trails 
and bike paths, White stated, 
<4 GreenbeIt may already have 
missed a step or two in regards 
to trails and bike paths in 
Northern Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty. We should get involved from 
a city standpoint officially and 
try to provide input about our 
own desires regarding trails and 
bike paths.” White mentioned 
public resistance to gas taxes 
and added, “There are other peo¬ 
ple who need to get around be* 
side those who drive motor ve¬ 
hicles.” Council endorsed the 
PRAB recommendations.

was that the team would be 
permitted to use six lanes, with 
the seventh lane open for lap 
swimming. Further, half of the 
training pool would be reserved 
for team use. 

The practice hours desired by 
the team presented a further 
complication. The team wanted 
to swim from 5 to 6 p.m. on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
and from 7 to 9 a-m. Sunday 
mornings. While little demand is 
expected for the Sunday morn¬ 
ing slot, the afternoon session 
is during the anticipated peak 
hours. (The work session oc¬ 
curred on just the second work¬ 


day of pool operation so that 
little information on usage pat¬ 
terns was available.) 

Drake said that these hours 
were necessary to accommodate 
team members' schedules. Under 
the compromise, the team will 
try practicing from 4:45 to 5:45 
p.m. Later practice hours were 
considered but rejected for rea¬ 
sons including the evening ac¬ 
tivities of team members, con¬ 
flicts with recreation classes and 
the problems of clearing the 
pool of open swimmers for a 
practice in the middle of the 
open swimming hours. 

Team's Cost 

The final issue was the team's 
cost for renting the pool. Last 
year the team paid $35 per hour 
fer their Sunday evening prac-

tices. Now that the Greenbtlt 
pool is open, the team wants to 
expand to three weekly practic¬ 
es to improve members' condi¬ 
tioning and skills. 

The rental rate adopted by 
council is $50 per hour for four 
lanes. Stratton said that based 
upon a 30-week schedule with 
four hours per week, the winter 
team fee would be $210 per 
member. He said that to keep the 
program affordable, they would 
like to limit the fee to $150 per 
member. Council and the team 
representatives discussed various 
options, from requiring team 
members to purchase pool pas¬ 
ses to various forms of subsi¬ 
dies. 

The final compromise was that 
the team would pay $50 per hour 
for the two evening sessions 
(with no additional charge for 
the two extra lanes) and would 
not be charged for the Sunday 
morning sessions, provided no 
paying customers seek to rent 
the lanes.

The 1991 City Council Election will be different in sev¬ 
eral respects: 

• Eligible Voters - State Universal Registration 
Laws have doubled the number of eligible 
voters in Greenbelt. Greenbelt residents reg¬ 
istered to vote in County/State/Federal elec¬ 
tions may now vote in the City Election. 

• Campaign Signs - should be fewer this year. 
Although there is no formal, binding agree¬ 
ment among all of the candidates, I have 
decided to place no campaign signs other 
than at the City designated locations. 

• Polling Places - have been returned to the 
voters. I strongly supported increasing the 
restriction on electioneering at the polls on 
election day from 100 feet to 300 feet. Vot¬ 
ers should not have to “run the gauntlet" 
this year. 

• Two Year Terms - versus Four Year Terms 
for City Council will be on the Ballot as an 
Advisory Question. Voters will be able to ex¬ 
press their preference as to whether the 
City’s Charter should be changed to in¬ 
crease the term of office for City Council to 
four years. 

For many Greenbelt voters, the first three items should 
be welcome news and may indeed improve the con¬ 
duct of elections in Greenbelt. 

The Advisory Question requires thought, however, be¬ 
cause the results can impact how Greenbelt is gov¬ 
erned. As a candidate and as a citizen, I believe that 
there is a relationship between the quality of govern¬ 
ment in Greenbelt and the two year election cycle that 
has been part of Greenbelt’s Charter for 54 years.

Former Counselor Resigns 
After Pre-Trial Agreement

The September 30 trial of Paul Fischetti, formerly a 
counselor for Greenbelt CARES, was not heard in Prince 
Georgres County Circuit Court as scheduled. Instead, a plea 
agreement was negotiated. 


Fischetti was indicted by the 
Prince Georges County Grand 
Jury on April 16, 1991 on char¬ 
ges that included fondling an 
11-year-old girl whom he was 
counseling. The child had been 
ordered by the court to undergo 
counseling as part of her par¬ 
ents' divorce judgment 

After reading about the case 
in local newspapers, two adult 
women who had been counseled 
by Fischetti, reported that they 
also had been victims of a sex¬ 
ual offense. The trial dealing 
■ with these charges was sched¬ 
uled for mid-November. 

In the case involving the 
child, Fischetti was arrested, re¬ 
leased on his awn recognizance 
and suspended with pay from his 
position with the city. Following 
investigation by the Criminal 
Investigation Unit of the Green¬ 
belt Police Department into the 
charges relating to the two 
women, Fischetti was arrested, 
released on bond and placed on 
leave without pay. In a letter 
to the city dated October 2, he 
resigned. 

Plea Bargain 

In exchange for no trials of 
the cases involving the child and 
the women, Fischetti will accept 
Judge Steven I. Platt's sentence 
on December 2. In agreeing to 
the plea bargain, Fischetti did 
not concede guilt on the two 
charges of sexual offense in¬ 
volving the adult women but ad¬ 
mitted that the evidence against 
him was strong enough to re¬ 
sult in a conviction. The prose¬ 
cutor elected not to go forward 
with the trial on the charges 
involving the child. 

The adult women were coun¬ 


seled by Fischetti—one in No¬ 
vember 1986, the other in July 
1988. The charges against him 
included fondling of breasts 
(third degree sexual offense). 
In both cases the issue arose of 
Fischetti's having sexual contact 
with a person he knew to be 
suffering from a mental handi¬ 
cap. 

Judge Platt ordered a pre-sen- 
tencing investigation by parole 
and probation officers. The in¬ 
formation collected will include 
a background and mental hy¬ 
giene evaluation. In making de¬ 
cisions on the terms of the sen¬ 
tence, Judge Piatt will look at 
the materials collected, consider 
the severity of the offense, and 
listen to opinions presented by 
prosecuting attorney Tanya Bel¬ 
ton and defense attorney Sandy 
Barron. 

In the meantime Fischetti may 
not leave the area nor counsel 
patients.
